National Guard

As a large “carry over” from
the State Guard to the National
Guard in California is desirable,
efforts should be made to bring
into ‘the State Guard men who
have served in the armed forces
during the recent war and young
men 17 years of age, according
to instructions from Col. Law-
rence Mickel, commander of the
Southern California area, to
Major H. F. Thienhausy com-
mander of the 2nd Battalion,
39th Regiment.

Former. service men may also
be enlisted in the State Depart-
ment of the National Guard, and
so have a dual status, Col
Mickel" said. The 17-year-olds
may, when 18, likewise become
eligible for enlistment in the
contemplated National Guard.

Organization and activation of
the National Guard, which event-
ually will replace the State.
Guard, is dependent upon both
Federal and State legislatign.
No such legislation has been
introduced, it is -said. Absence
of such legislation at this time,
Colonel Mickel said, indicates
that much time will pass be-
fore local - steps can be - taken
toward tramgition - from the
Staté Guard "£6 the National
Guard.
